It couldn't happen at a worse 
tim e for the United States. Com­ 
pared to the hopeful prospect that 
seemed to confront us, we have 
just taken a drubbing at the Bel­ 
grade Conference of “non-aligned’’ 


powers. 


With the opening of the new 
session at the United Nations, the 
political right w.ng in this coun­ 
try enjoys a phenomena! revival. 
The right wing has accepted only 
grudmgly if at a1! the foundations 
of American post war policy—re­ 
liance on tV U S and investments 
in foreign aid to the struggling 
new nations—the very states that 
failed to come cleanly through for 
us at Belgrade 


THE REPUBLICANS are now 
loading the guns for the first big 
attack on the Kennedy adminis­ 
tration T V indictment—not tough 
enough on communism. 


T V counts—Cuba, I>aos, Berlin, 
the muzzling of the political gen­ 
erals, "creeping socialism ” 


The probability that today the 
tetal number of votes to support 
t V indictment would not fill a 
hat is beside the point. Tomor­ 
row may be different. 


To these counts will now V 
added “ softness” on Red China 
But what are the facts? 


T V escape hatch of the !**t 
I# years is closed. This escape 
hatch was a am ple resolution im­ 
posing a no-discussion moratorium 
on the Olina credentials issue— 
on 
whether 
Nationalist 
China, 
winch inhabits the Island of For­ 
m osa. or Communist China, which 
appears to have reasonable con­ 
trol of the mainland—should sit 
in the United Nations. 


T V 
Kennedy 
planners 
have 
counted noses and see virtually 
no chance of gaining another one- 
year moratorium. They have fal­ 
len back on the following two­ 
pronged alternative: 


First, seek a majority vote in 
the General Assembly to e.*tab- 
bsh the vital point that the is­ 
sue is a “ major matter,” hence 


to be decided 
only 
by 
a 
two- 
thirds vote. 
If successful, the United States 
would need only one-third plus one 
to shelve tile issue for another 
year. 
But having established that the 
issue is a “major m atter,” the 
United States could then graciously 
consent to by-pass th* second vote, 
and instead propose the second 
part of the two-pronged plan: Set 
up a special com m ittee to study 
the 
interrelated 
questions 
of 
China and an expansion of the ll- 
nation Security Council, of which 
China is fine of five permanent 
members. 


THIS SHOULD be attractive to 
the African bloc. With the council 
limited to six floating m embers, 
the new African states will have 
to wait years for their turn Seats 
on the other specialized agencies, 
who*e sizes were fixed 15 years 
ago when the U N. was only half 
its present size, are also scarce 
as hen s teeth. 
Besides, the Soviet I mon has 
made a fetish of refusing to con­ 
sider a change of this character 
in the Charter until Red China 
is seated. 
All right, we say, let s lump 
the two together. 
What this means, of course, is 
that the United States has been 
driven to make a concession to a 
reality. 
T V 
concession 
is 
an 
eventual 
two-China 
policy: 
the 
reality is the voting line-up rn the 
United Nations. 
What i« the alternative? A crush­ 
ing defeat for us on the credent­ 
ials’ issue (and it may well com e 
to that anyway). This could only 
weaken us in the crush of the 
Berlin crisis and dilute our in­ 
dictment of Russia’s atmospheric 
testing 
But 
(lie durable generalissim o 
in his Formosan redoubt isn’t play­ 
ing 
He prepares instead to ex ­ 
ercise his veto in the Security 
Council to block the admission 
of Outer Mongolia. 
The price of the veto will be a 
Soviet veto of Mauritania, one of 
the new .African states now ready 
for U N.

On lion' To Get 
Into The Groove 


AP Nowsfeatures 
Question: I have had a table 
saw for several years and have 
done a lot of cutting with it, but 
have never made grooves. I un­ 
derstand a dado head can be at­ 
tached to the arbor of the table 
saw for this purpose. At least, 
that is what is advertised. Yet a 
friend tells me that a jointer is 
the p r o p e r tool for making 
grooves. What is your advice? 
Answer: A jointer is one of a 
number of power tools that can be 
used for making accurate grooves 
in wood. The table saw, used with 
a dado head, may not bt' the ideal 
tool for what is called finished 
work, but it very definitely will 
produce satisfactory results when 
handled properly. 
A dado head actually is a series 
of blades — two outside saws, 
usually one - eighth of an inch 
thick, and inside chippers of var­ 
ious thicknesses. In assem bling1 
these cutters on the saw arbor, 
the chippers are placed inside the 
saws to make whatever thickness 
is desired. 
If you wished to make a groove 
half an inch in width, you would 
combine the two outside saws, 
totaling one - quarter of an inch, 
with chippers totaling one-quarter 
of an inch. The chippers should 
never be used without the outside 
saws. There are many variations 
of dado cutting: as for instance, 
when it is desired to 
m a k e 
grooves wider than the dado head 
can handle. 
Your best bet is to get one of 
the booklets on dado cutting put 
out by manufacturers of the table 
saws. You can get it by writing j 
directly to the manufacturer or 
at one of the stores which s e l l 
table saws.

Masonry' nails also can be used. 
These are hammered into t h e 
concrete and sometimes require 
plenty of sheer power. The nails 
are inclined to bend under the 
hammering unless they first are 
inserted into the object being fas­ 
tened, such as a piece of 2-by-4

something called an anchor nail, 
which does away with the job of 
making a hole in the concrete. 
The nail is attached to a little 
square of perforated metal. The 
square is cemented to the wall 
with a special adhesive.

Question: I have had a table 
saw for several years and have 


friend tells me that a jointer is 
the p r o p e r tool for making 
grooves. What is your advice? 
Answer: A jointer is one of a 
number of power tools that can he 
used for making accurate grooves 
rn wood. The table saw, used with 
a dado head, may not bf' the ideal 
tool for what is called finished 
work, hut it very definitely will 
produce satisfactory results when 
handled properly. 
A dado head actually is a series 
of blades — two outside saws, 
usually one - eighth of an inch 
thick, and inside chippers of var­ 
ious thicknesses. 
In assembling 
these cutters on the saw arbor, 
the chippers are placed inside the 
saws to make whatever thickness. 
is desired. 
If you wished to make a groove 
half an inch in width, you would 
combine the two outside saws, 
totaling one • quarter of an inch, 
with chippers totaling one-quarter 
of an inch. The chippers should 
never be used without the outside 
saws. There are many variations 
of dado cutting; as for instance, 
when it is desired to m a k e 
grooves wider than the dado head 
can handle. 
Your best bet is to get one of 
the booklets on dado cutting put 
out by manufacturers of the table 
saws. You can get it by writing 
directly to the manufacturer or 
at one of the stores which s e l l 
table saws.
